Strawberry  Culture 

The  ground  should  be  prepared  the  same  as  for  other  crops  by  plowing  deeply 
and  thoroughly  pulverizing  the  surface.  Almost  any  kind  of  fertilizer  may  be  used, 
but  stable  manure  and  finely  ground  bone  meal  are  among  the  best.  The  rows 
should  be  from  three  to  four  feet  apart  and  the  plants  should  be  set  from  12  to  18 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  Dip  the  plants  in  water  before  planting,  and  place  them 
only  as  deeply  in  the  soil  as  they  stood  before  they  were  dug.  Press  the  earth 
firmly  about  the  roots.  Cultivate  and  hoe  them  often.  If  possible,  in  late  autumn, 
cover  the  strawberry  bed  with  a mulch  of  salt-meadow  hay,  or  stable  manure,  to  a 
depth  of  about  two  inches.  If  set  in  rows  three  feet  apart  with  the  plants  one  foot 
apart  in  the  row,  an  acre  will  require  14,5  20  plans.  If  set  in  rows  three  and  a 
half  feet  apart  with  plants  fifteen  inches  apart  in  the  row,  an  acre  will  require 
9,963  plants. 

It  is  best  to  plant  early,  medium  and  late  varieties,  so  as  to  have  a long  fruit- 
ing season,  and  by  planting  some  of  the  Everbearing  variety,  you  can  have  berries 
all  during  the  summer  and  fall. 

All  varieties  listed  have  perfect  flowers  and  do  not  need  the  association  of  any 
other  variety  in  order  to  be  fruitful.
